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Soloman Riggleman was a soldier in the Civil war from 1863 to 1865, served 
in the home guards under Capt Isaac Alt-Lieut William Phares- Serg Jacob hic 
Donald-Corp Martin Alt, Soloman Riggleman lived his life in the Mill Creek 
section of Pendleton Co W.Va. 
Jermiah Riggleman (Jerry) died 1921 lived all of his life at Mozer W.Va, had 
at Jeast two childrén , Adam and a daughter Eva who married a man by the mame 
of Wratchford, Jerry also served in thehome guards of the civil war and was a 
soldier under Capt John S$ Bond Lieut Adam Yokum- Serg Martin Judy- and Corp 
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Pennsylvania Md. -Va. W.va. east of the Blueridge hits was settled at least 
100years before what is now W.Va. and part of Va. r 

The late $.2.Wiley of Kingwood W.Va. was a great historian, and lived to 
old age, and had worked his whole life gathering and writing history, he had ~ 
found lots of old documents of proof that early Pa settlers came from Pa to’ 
Va. by the thousands, their crossing place on the Potomac river was at now 
Harpers Ferry W.Va. in so doing this they would already be west of the blue- 
ridge Mt. Bhe descendants of these early people can now be found in every 
county in W.Va. 

According to Daniel Rupps history of Berks county Pa most of these early 
engrants were from Germany and Holland, this is why the people in Pa were 
called German dutch or Pa dutch. 

This is the end of information on the early Rigglemans of Pa which was 
very sketchy and hard to follow, and now bringing it up untill around the of 
4800 or about the time they came into Va. now W.Va. 

THe history of the early Rigglemann, after they came into Va Se 
is also like that of Pa. it is sketchy and hard to follow, howe » every 
effort was made to carry out the direct family line. 

It can be assumed that the first Riggleman that came into Va was around 
the year 1800 (give or take a little each way) when the first Federal Census 
for Va. W.Va. was taken in 1790, there were no Rigglemans living with in 
the state, they had not came from Pa. at that time. 

When the second Federal Census or the 1820 census was taken, they were then 
living in the states adn had been for a hong tame, this Federal census for 
1820 was taken by Jethro Neville who was a farmer and large land owner and 
lived near Moorefield, he was am assistant to the Marshal for this district 
of Va with the headquarters being in the state Capitol then at Richmond Va 
When this census was taken the spelling of this family mame had been changed 
from Riegelmann to Rigalman, then some years later it was changed to Rigg- 
leman as is to the present day. 

The first Regalman to be found living in the state of Va or W.Va was Jacob 
This is the Jacob that a large neumber of Rigglemand that wexe a large number 
of Rigglemans that were Born between the years of 1840 & 1860 and died be- 
tween the years of 1930 & 1950, these people always referred to him as the 
old Jacob, it is not known who thes Jacob,s wife was. 

Pendleton county now W,Va. claims the credit for having the first Riegel- 
mann settlement with in the boundarys of the state. 

Jacob settled a few miles southof Petersburg W. Va towards Franklin in 
Pendleton Co at the head of North Mill Greek, there he made a clearing and 
built a log cabin, this place was called Riegelmanns cabin and was a familiar 
stopping place for travelers for many years. This Jacob was mast likely of 
the comnection of Peter and Conrad or Kuhnradt who were in Berks Co Pa.
